he Good d Beginning 


At a time when many people are inclined to look at the dark side of 
things, and when there is much unnecessary and quite uncalled for “blue ruin” 
talk, it'is encouraging to read the reassuring statement made to the House of 
Conanohs by the Minister of Railways reporting on the operation of the Cana- 
dian National RailWays for the year 1922. 

The pessimistically inclined will, of course, say there is nothing very en- 
eouraging ina deficit. for the year of $60,251,845, but when it is recalled that 
the deficit for the previous year totalled $72,662,278, the improvement is in- 
deed gr atitying, revealing, as it does, a betterment Of a million dollars a 
umonth. 

The most promising feature, however, is that whereas there was an ac- 
tual deficit on account Of operation in 1921 of $12,638,778, this hth, poe 
ficit was wiped out in 1922 and replaced by a surplus on operation of $2, 

782. The 1922 deficit was, therefore, occasioned sdlely by meeting fixed 
eharges : 

In other words, whereas the Canadian National Railways went deeper into 
the hole, as the saying is, in 1921, that downward course was arrested last 
year and a little something earned to apply in meeting fixed charges. This 
would seem to indicate that the peak in financial lossés has been reached and 
passed, and that improvement from this time ofiward may reasonably be ex- 
pected. 

Support for this belief is-found in the fact that last ‘year’s results were 
achieved notwithstanding a reduction in earnings occasioned by reduced 
eharges to the public: The reduction in operating costs were however still 
greater, due to the introduction of humerous economies. Operating -ex- 
penses on the system, other than the Grand Trunk, were reduced by $13,350,- 
627, and on the Grand Trunk by $3,887,311. Where it cost. $129.32 to earn 
$100.00 in 1920-on the system apart from the Grand Trunk, and $112.77 to earn 
$100.00.in 1921, it'only cost $108.10 to earn. $100.00. in 1922, and on the Grand 
Trunk the ratio dropped from 95.53 per cent. In 1921 to $7.94-per cent. in 1922 

Other econoniiés and savings effected since the amalgamation and unifiea- 
tion of the whole system and.the- assuming of the presidency by Sit Henry 
Thornton will only begin to reveal themselves in 1923 

“Had it-not been for the reduction in charges to the public which’ went into 
effect last year, the showing for 1922 would have been considerably better, 
The Minister of Railways estimated that the restoration of the Crow’s Nest 
Pass rates last year resulted in a reduction in earnings on grain alone of 
$6,500,000. 

The figures for 1922 seem to fully justify the belief expressed by the 
Minister of “Railways that the publicly -owned Canadian National Railways 
system .will eventually prove to be the suecess whieh every Canadian hopes 

. it to be. And, as Hon. Mr. Meighen pointed oft, with an end to deficits in 
operation, the loss on account of fixed Charges is not entirely a loss to Can- 
ada because, once the System reaches the stage of returns Over and above 
fixed charges, the deficits of previous years will becoine interest bearing 
assets of the people of Canada. Furthermore, if under private ownership, 
the railways were not able to meet their fixed charges, Canada would have 
been called upon to assist them in the form of loans, or bonuses. 

The appeal which Sir Henry Thornton recently addressed to the 100,000 
Canadian National employees ghould be interpreted as an appeal, not to them 
alone, but to the whole body of the Canadian people. Pointing out that 
technical ability alone would not win victory for Canada’s national railway 
system, Sir Henry appealed (0 every employee, no matter how humble the 
position he held in the service, to take a pride in the road; to talk it up, not 
down; to do everything possible to avoid waste; to be courteous to-all and 
especially to the public; to try and make a friend a day for the C.N.R., and 
at all times, even in the face of difficulties and discolivagement, to smile, 
amile, smile. : 

If the rank and file of the Canadian peeple will cultivate the habit of re- 
garding the Canadian National as thelr*own personal property-——which it.is— 
and exert themselves to make it a success, no power on earth can prevent it 
from being a success, and one of the greatest of the many great assets of 
which the Dominion can proudly boast. Itt may for the time being constitute 
something ef a burden for the taxpayer to. carry, but by all, working and pull- 
ing together the day is not far distant when the Canadian National will be an 
important factor’ in helping not: only in the development and prosperity of 
Canada, but in lightening the tax bills of the Canadian people.

Heligoland Breaking Up 


Is In Danger of Being Washed Away 
As a Result of Explosions 

The rocky island, which as a for- 
tress kept vigil over the western en- 
trance to. the Kiel Canal and played 
an important role as a submarine and 
flying base during the war, is disinteg- 
rating rapidly under the constant ex- 
plosions of dynamite which for three 
years have. been demolishing tie 
great fortifications ‘the Germans had 
embedded in the cliffs. 

German scientists assert that the 
great crag of red and white sandstone 
is being so badly damaged by the con- 
cussions that the complete annihila- 
tion by- the rough waters and strong 
winds of the’ North Sea may come 
wjthin a few years, if protective meas- 
ures are not taken. The island rises 
a hundred feet above the sea, but is 
less than ‘a mile long and scarcely a 
quarter of a mile wide at its broadest 
part. Great, sections of the cliffs. al- 
ready have slipped into the sea since 
the demolition of the fortifications. be- 
gan under the direction of the British, 
and French.

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Experiments On 
Feeding With Milk 


The growth in dairying in the prairie 
provinces has resulted in a consider 
able increase in dairy by-products. 
During the past three years experi- 
ments have been conducted at the Do- 
minion Experimental Station at Seott 
to determine the value of these by- 
products when fed to live stock. 

The first experiment was commenc- 
ed in the autumn of 1920, when a Per- 
cheron filly foal in poor condition 
was fed milk in addition to its regular 
ration of grain and hay, The milk 
was fed from short/y before the colt 
was weaned until spring. During a 
period of 151 days the colt made aii 
average gain of 2.9 pounds per day. 
This is the best gain made by any 
the foals reared on the Station. 

The following winter skim milk ws 
fed to a pen of pullets, in addition tu 
their-reguiar feed, with the exception 
that no beef scrap was given, An- 
other lot received beef scrap instead 
of skim milk, The average produc- 
en was 25 esrs 
per bird, while the skim-milk fed pen 

roduced an-average of 36 eggs per 
ird. A silimal exp6riment conducted 
duroing the past winter has just peen 


‘completed, and while both milk and 
beef-scrap-fed pens gave almost <ou- 
ble the production of the check lot 


receiving no animal protein, the milk 
fed lot again gave the best returns. 
Cheese experiment sbear out the

The 
results from experiments there have 
been published in Circular No, ‘31, 
some experiments conducted jn the 
United States go to show skim milk 
to be worth $1.40 per hundred while 
eggs are selling at 45 cents per dozen.

Women Postmasters 


Women’s Big Share in the Canadian 
Postal Service 

Few people realize the important 
part played by women in the postal 
service of Canada. While it is true 
that at the average country postoffice 
the bulk of the work is done by the 
women members of the family, it 
comes as a surprise to learn that out 
of the 12,000 odd postmasters in Can- 
ada no fewer than 2,577 are women. 
Nova Scotia heads the list with 374 
postmistresses; Quebec is second _with 
346; Ontario third with 295, and the 
other provinces. follow in this order: 
New Brunswick, 196; Saskatchewan, 
144; Alberta, 137; British Columbia, 
122; Manitoba,.83; Prince Edward Is- 
land, 23 and Yukon, 1. When to 
these are added the several thousand 
girls employed at the various city 
postotiices and in the administrative 
service both at Ottawa and through- 
out the Dominion, it must be admitted 
that the general idea that the post- 
office is a male monopoly is quite 
wrong. % 

it may be interesting to state the 
allocation of postoffices to each prov- 
ince: Ontario, 2,577; Quebec, 2,293; 
Nova Scotia, 1,879; Saskatchewan, 
1,405; Alberta, 1,186; New Brunswick; 
1,186; British Columbia, 840; Mani- 
toba, 691; Prince Edward Island, 124; 
Yukon, 18; and the Northwest Terri- 
tories, 7. ey 2 
_ Another curious thing gleaned from 
official records is that 32 postoffices in 
Canada have clergymen as postmas- 
ters. Quebec, 9; Saskatchewan, 5; 
British Columbia, 5; the Territories, 
4; Ontario and Alberta, 3 each; Nova 
Scotia, 2, and New Brunswick, 1. 

And one postoffice in Alberta has 
a Chinaman as its postmaster!

Quebec Leads ail the Provinces in 
Building for Month of March 

Construction contracts calling for 
building haying an estimated value of 
$19,954,800 were awarded in Canada 
during March. The contracts award- 
ed call for construction having an es- 
timated value of $6,489,300 in excesg 
of those awarded during a correspond- 
ing period in 1922, 

Residential building accounted for 
thirty per cent. of the March total, 


amounting to $5,974,200; business, 
37.9 per cent., amounting to $7,566,- 


9.2 per cent., amounting to $3,843,000;. 
and public works and utilities to 12.9 
per cent., amounting to $2,571,300. 

Quebec led all the provinces, having 
a total of new building at an estimat- 
ed valuation of $8,305,600. Ontario 
ranked second with $7,342,000, Mani- 
toba was third with $3,165,700. 

In the number of projects under- 
taken, residences ranked first, num- 
bering 1,149, calling for construction 
having an estimated valuation of 
$5,787,000; stores came second with 67 
projec{s valued at $1,455,500, and fae- 
torles third with 26 projects valued at 
$3,843,000.

Trend in Aviation Toward Commercial 
Utilization of Planes 

Canadian air pilots flew 294,449 
miles, earried 9,153 passengers. and 
handled 77,850 pounds of freight dur- 
ing the year 1922, according to a re- 
port prepared by the Canadian Air 
Board. Saskatchewan aviators led 
the Dominion in passenger work; 
carrying ~$,622 people. Manitoba 
pilots were next. carrying 1,622 pas- 
sengers, British Columbia was third, 
taking Gare of 1,122 passengers. 

“The trend in aviation,” says the 
report, “is toward commercial utiliza- 
tion of planes, evidenced by the great 
ineréase in the amount of freight 
handled by airplanes during the yehr.” 

Utilization of airplanes in combat- 
ing forest fires in British Columbia 
and Quebec formed an important. part 
of the Canadian air service, the report 
says. The Dominion has twenty sea- 
planes and five land machines protect- 
ing its vast forest yesources. Timber 
stands valued at millions of dollars 
were saved during the year through 
the efficiency of the airplane control 
service .in reporting outbreaks and 
rushing fire-fighters and equipment to 
the scene of conflagrations.

Satisfactory Conditions —

Nearly Four Thousand Agriculturists 
Registered as Shareholders 
Nearly four thousand persons desig- 
nated as farmers, ranchers and wheat 
growers in Canada were registered as 
shareholders in Canadian chartered 
banks in 1922, according .to a report, 
recently tabled in the Canadian Par- 
liament by the Minister of Finance. 
The number of farmer shareholders, 
by provinces, Was as follows: Alberta, 
216; British Columbia, 93; Manitoba, 
830; New Brunswick, 65; Nova Scotia, 
245; Ontario, 1,188; Prince Edward 
Island; 38; Quebec, 465; and Baskat- 

chewan, 747. 

A total of 18,873 farmers paid in- 
come tax to the Federal treasury in 
the year 1922, und of all the provinces, 
Saskatchewan last year had the 
greatest number of tax-paying farmers 
with a total of 6,560. Ontario came 
next with 6,138 and Manitoba third 
with 3,458. ‘The total for the other
